“IN VIET NAM, the mili-
tary personnel from com-
manders to privates were en-
thusiastic about the job Red
Cross staff members are do-
ing,” the Red Cross officials|
reported. “Long hours and a
seven-day work week are
normal there for our staff as
well as the military . . . and
the servicemen and officers
deeply appreciate the job be-
ing done on their behalf.”

Red Cross staff assist with
immediate personal and fam-
ily problems, with emergency
messages, conduct recreation
programs in hospitals and
with center-clubmobile units,
and furnish emergency finan-
cial assistance when neces-
sary.

Red Cross workers are as-
signed with military units
throughout South Viet Nam
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and work and live under the
same conditions as the men
they serve. “In this way they
know the problems, the feel-
ings, and build a close work-
ing relationship with the men
in their assigned units. They
handle more tham emer-|
gency messages a day,” Gen-}
eral Collins said.
